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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY, 

February  7th,  1888. 


Tlie  Council  in  presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  1887 
will  follow  the  usual  custom,  and  first  deal  with  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  Society  and  then  with  the  various  Scientific  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Museum. 

The  total  Income  of  the  Society  for  the  past  year  amounts  to 
£1,203.  4s.  9d.  (an  increase  of  £40  over  the  Income  of  last 
year),  and  the  Expenditure  to  £1,115.  7s.  9d.,  which  leaves  an 
excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure  for  the  year  1887  of 
£87.  17s.  Od.  On  the  last  year’s  Account,  however,  a  sum 
of  £79.  11s.  Od.  remained  as  a  balance  due  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Society,  and  after  making  an  allowance  for  this  amount,  the 
sum  of  £8.  6s.  Od.  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  Society  on  the 
Slst  December,  1887. 

It  is  a  matter  of  considerable  satisfaction  to  the  Council  that 
during  a  year  of  depression.  Agricultural  and  Commercial,  the 
Council  have  during  the  past  year  been  able  to  meet  all  the 
expenditure  required  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Museum 
and  Grrounds  without  incurring  any  debt,  and  this  has  been 
done  whilst  the  various  Scientific  Collections  have  been  main¬ 
tained  in  the  highest  state  of  efficiency.  Your  Council  look 
upon  this  as  a  good  omen  for  the  future,  and  hope  that  such  a 
state  of  things  may  long  continue.  At  the  same  time  your 
Council  express  their  conviction  that  a  considerable  accession  of 
Members  is  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the  Society,  and 
earnestly  hope  that  this  accession  will  be  secured  with  the 
help  of  the  Members. 

The  il  treasurer  will  set  forth  the  Balance  Sheet  more  in 
detail  at  the  close  of  the  Report. 
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Geology. — The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  some  very 
important  additions;  the  Donors  being  : — Mr,  W.  Reed,  F.G.S. 
(Honorary  Curator  of  Geology),  Mr.  J.  F.  Walker,  M.A.,  Lord 
Teignmouth,  Captain  Barstow,  and  the  Yorkshire  Geological 
and  Polytechnic  Society  (through  Mr.  J.  W.  Davis  of  Chevin- 
edge,  Halifax). 

Amongst  these  additions,  the  most  noteworthy  are  two 
collections,  presented  by  Mr.  W.  Reed,  one  consisting  of  over 
2,000  specimens  from  the  Inferior  Oolite  of  Dorset  and  Somerset, 
the  other  of  remains  from  the  Yoredale  Rocks  of  Wensleydale ; 
the  latter  containing  43  figured  specimens.  The  gallery  erected 
by  the  Honorary  Curator  in  the  ‘‘  Tertiary  ”  room  was  completed 
this  year,  and  the  splendid  collection  of  Palaeozoic  fossils, 
previously  put  away  in  drawers,  has  been  transferred  to  it. 
This  Society  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  a  thoroughly 
representative  general  series  of  Palaeozoic  fossils  exhibited,  while 
the  collection  of  Yoredale  remains,  referred  to  above,  together 
with  a  small  series  of  Millstone  Grit  fossils,  incorporated  this 
year,  fill  up  the  gap  in  our  Yorkshire  Carboniferous  collection. 
The  Inferior  Oolite  series  has  been  incorporated  into  the  general 
collection  ;  most  of  the  fossils  in  this  series  are  in  excellent 
preservation,  and  are  not  only  intrinsically  valuable,  but  are 
interesting  for  comparison  with  the  homot axial  Yorkshire 
remains. 

Antiquities — Although  the  soil  of  York  has  not  yielded 
many  antiquities  during  the  past  year,  the  collections  in  the 
Museum  and  Hospitium  have  been  considerably  improved. 
Various  additions  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  specimens 
of  ancient  pottery,  and  many  of  these  have  been  displayed  to 
great  advantage  on  the  walls  and  shelves  of  the  Hospitium. 
Numerous  examples  of  ancient  wood  car\dng,  which  the 
Curator  has  been  gathering  together  for  some  years,  have  been 
exhibited  during  the  year  in  the  Ethnological  Room.  The 
Society  has  also  acquired  a  very  nice  collection uf  ancient  stained 
glass,  of  which  it  previously  possessed  little  or  nothing.  This 
was  offered  to  the  Society  for  a  certain  sum  of  money  by  a 
gentleman  resident  at  Wakefield,  but,  as  our  finances  did  not 
reasonably  permit  such  an  outlay,  the  Curator  has  fortimately 
been  able  to  secure  the  Collection  through  the  contributions  of 
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some  of  the  Members,  whose  readiness  and  kind  assistance  he 
most  gratefully  acknowledges. 

The  Curator  hopes  to  obtain  the  help  of  the  Members  and 
Friends  of  the  Society,  in  the  course  of  the  present  year,  for  a 
far  more  serious  and  important  undertaking.  The  great 
collection  of  Prehistoric  and  Anglian  Antiquities,  which  has 
been  formed  at  Driffield,  will  probably  be  disposed  of,  and  the 
Curator  expresses  his  most  earnest  hope,  that  as  large  a  portion 
of  that  wonderful  Museum  as  can  possibly  be  secured,  may  find 
a  home  within  these  walls.  It  will  be  the  last  chance  that  the 
Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  will  have  of  securing  what  is 
called  a  great  Yorkshire  Barrow  collection.  -  The  acquisition  of 
the  Anglian  Antiquities  is  quite,  if  not  more,  necessary,  as  there 
are  among  them  numerous  objects  from  two  famous  Tumuli  at 
Driffield,  the  rest  of  which  are  already  in  our  Museum.  The 
collection  at  Driffield  also  contains  by  far  the  finest  known 
gathering  of  Fossils  from  the  Yorkshire  chalk,  exhibiting  many 
forms  which  were  previously  unknown  in  our  cretaceous  rocks. 

A  list  of  ancient  Charters  in  possession  of  the  Society  will  be 
given  afterwards. 

Mineralogy — No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Mineral 
collection  during  the  past  year  beyond  the  introduction  of  a  few 
additional  specimens.  Major  Cochrane,  Lord  Teignmouth,  and 
Miss  Dillon,  have  each  presented  specimens,  and  some  of  these 
are  particularly  good. 

Hitherto,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  find  space  for 
exhibiting  a  rock  collection  as  recommended  last  year.  It  is 
suggested  that  if  hanging  cases  were  provided  for  the  new 
gallery  it  might  be  found  convenient  to  transfer  the  shells  to 
to  these.  The  space  thus  vacated  by  the  recent  shells  could 
be  utilized  for  the  rock  collection. 

The  Honorary  Curator  has  further  to  report  that  a  teaching 
collection  of  Minerals,  containing  over  1,200  specimens,  has 
been  got  together  and  is  now  available  for  the  use  of  Students. 

Botany — The  English  and  Foreign  Herbaria  are  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation. 

Mr.  Hailstone,  to  whom  the  Society  is  chiefly  indebted  for  its 
excellent  British  Herbarium,  has  presented  us  with  a  manuscript 
Index  of  the  list  and  habitats  of  the  plants  which  it  contains. 
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This,  which  must  have  cost  the  Author  much  time  and  labour, 
the  Curator  considers  a  most  valuable  and  useful  contribution. 

The  Society  has  also  received  a  most  valuable  donation  of 
British  flowering  plants,  Mosses,  Lichens  and  Algse  presented 
by  Major  Dalton,  L.A.,  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster 
Deneral  of  Cork ;  his  sister.  Miss  Maria  Dalton ;  and  Charles 
Dalton,  Esq.,  F.E.Gr.S.,  in  the  name  of  their  grandfather,  the 
late  Dev.  J.  Dalton,  E.L.S.,  Rector  of  Croft  in  the  County  of 
York. 

Ornithological  Department — But  little  has  been  done 
during  the  last  twelve  months  in  this  department,  though  a 
number  of  specimens  have  been  purchased  for  the  British  Birds 
Collection,  including  some  of  interest  as  Yorkshire  killed 
rarities. 

A  Red  Orouse  {Lagopiis  Seoticus)  was  added  from  the  South 
Tyne  Yalley,  which,  although  not  actually  of  Yorkshire  origin, 
is  worthy  of  mention,  owing  to  its  peculiar  plumage.  To  all 
appearance  it  is  an  adult  hen  bird  assuming  the  male  plumage, 
and  consequently  very  richly  marked. 

An  unusual  number  of  Curlew  Sandpipers  and  Little  Stints 
have  frequented  our  coast  during  the  autumn,  and  of  the  former 
species  we  have  secured  a  pair  of  excellent  specimens  in  their 
mottled  autumn  dress. 

Only  three  birds  have  been  presented,  viz.  : — a  beautiful 
Jackdaw’s  skin,  by  Mr.  Sidney  Flower,  London,  and  a  pair  of 
Sooty  Shearwaters  {Puffinus  gviseiis)^  by  Mr.  J.  Backhouse,  Jun., 
the  latter  shot  during  the  month  of  August,  on  the  Yorkshire 
coast. 

Other  Sooty  Shearwaters  have  also  been  recorded  as  shot 
during  the  same  month  on  our  coast,  to  the  number  of  eight  or 
nine,  which  is  noteworthy,  seeing  that  some  six  or  seven  only 
of  this  rare  South  Pacific  bird  had  (up  to  1887),  been  recorded 
from  the  British  Islands. 

CoNCHOLOGiCAL  SECTION. — The  Curatoi',  feeling  strongly 
the  desirability  of  representing  the  Local  Fauna  in  local 
Museums,  has  added  to  the  Conchological  Department  a 
collection  of  Land  and  Fresh- water  Shells  obtained  exclusively 
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within  three  miles  of  the  City  of  York.  This  small  area  is  so 
rich  in  shell  that  such  a  collection  has  peculiar  interest, 
including,  as  it  does,  some  fifty  well-marked  species,  and  not  a 
few  interesting  varieties.  One  York  Shell  {Paludina  contecta) 
has  become  extinct  of  late  years,  and  several  others  have  not 
been  met  with  lately,  and  are,  possibly,  also  lost  to  the  area  in 
question.  These  species  are  Helix  aculeata^  Helix  rufescenSy  and 
Clausilia  riigosa.  Such  summers  as  that  of  last  year  (1887)  are 
very  prejudical  to  Land  and  Fresh- water  Molluscs.  The 
additions  to  the  collection  of  Foreign  Shells  have  been  only 
few  and  far  between.  Out  of  a  miscellaneous  collection  of 
shells  presented  to  the  Society  by  Lord  Teignmouth,  a  small 
number  are  new  to  our  cabinets.  There  are  still  some  very 
large  gaps  in  the  less  showy  families,  but  the  Curator  hopes  to 
obtain  a  good  many  additions  by  Foreign  Correspondence 
in  the  present  year. 

Entomoligical  Department  (including  Crustacea).' — 
A  hiatus  in  the  collection  of  Crustacea  has  been  filled  up  by 
specimens  of  the  Norway  Lobster  ( Ne])hrops  Norvegicus J, 
taken  in  deep  water  off  Hartlepool. 

The  Entomological  Department  has  received  no  additions 
of  importance,  except  two  cases  of  Foreign  Insects  presented 
by  Joseph  Wilkinson,  Esq.  It  is,  however,  perhaps  worthy  of 
record  that  an  entomologist  inspecting  the  Society’s  splendid 
collection  of  Lepidoptera  (made  by  Mr.  Allis),  remarked  it 
was  almost  the  only  case  he  had  met  with  of  collections  of 
insects  bequeathed  to  Museums  being  thoroughly  well  cared 
for.  The  Curator  is  not  working  at  the  collection  of  British 
Coleoptera,  as  his  own  very  fine  collection  will,  at  some  future 
date,  pass  into  the  possession  of  the  Society. 

Comparative  Anatomy.- — The  collections  in  this  department 
are  in  good  order.  The  most  important  addition  made  during 
the  past  year,  is  the  skeleton  of  a  thorough-bred  bull  dog, 
presented  through  Mr.  W.  Deed,  the  Honorary  Curator  of 
Geology,  by  Thomas  Pratt,  Esq.,  Y.S.,  of  Eipon.  This 
skeleton  is  perfect,  and  has  been  carefully  set  up  and  mounted 
by  Mr.  Gerard.  The  Honorary  Curator  wishes  to  call  the 
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attention  of  Members  to  tbe  importance  of  adding  to  this 
department,  wbioh  embraces  the  whole  range  of  Vertebrate 
Zoology,  the  Birds  only  excepted. 

Library.— The  Honorary  Curator  reports  that  during  the 
past  year  the  Library  has  continued  to  receive  valuable  gifts. 

Mr.  W.  Beed  has  added  to  the  Beed  Beference  Library, 
Volumes  XVII.  to  XXII.  of  the  “  Challenger  Beports,’’  in 
continuation  of  the  Volumes  given  by  him  in  previous  years, 
and  has  besides,  presented  other  important  works  to  the  same 
Library.  The  Greneral  Library  has  again  received  valuable 
Books  from  the  Norwegian  and  United  States  Governments, 
and  the  publications  of  the  Indian  Survey,  and  of  the  Bussian 
Geological  Society  have  been  regularly  presented.  These,  and 
other  gifts,  are  carefully  preserved,  but  in  many  cases  have 
never  been  bound,  and,  if  bound,  could  not  be  accommodated  on 
the  shelves.  In  the  interests  of  the  Library,  additional 
accommodation  should  be  provided  without  delay,  so  that  works, 
now  concealed  in  cupboards,  and  unbound,  may  be  classified  and 
rendered  available  for  reference  and  the  use  of  members. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  a  new  catalogue  of  the  books  should 
be  provided,  and  the  Library  better  classified,  but  this  work 
cannot  be  undertaken  until  additional  shelves  are  provided. 

Meteorology. — Although,  since  our  records  began  in  1841, 
six  years  only  had  been  colder  than  1886,  we  have  to  report  a 
still  lower  mean  temperature  (46-05)  for  1887.  The  only  colder 
years  were  1855  (44-41),  and  1853  (45-95).  In  fact  the  whole 
year  has  been  unusually  cool,  except  the  three  summer  months, 
in  which  the  day  temperatures  were  high.  Even  then,  how¬ 
ever,  the  nights  were  fairly  cool.  The  Thermometer  fell  to 
40*  or  below  in  every  month,  and  to  32°  or  below  in  every 
month  but  those  three.  October  was  especially  cold  (43 '7),  a 
lower  temperature  being  recorded  only  in  1843  (43-3),  and  1873 
(42-9). 

Bright  Sunshine,  however,  was  more  abundant  than  in 
any  of  the  seven  years  during  which  returns  have  been  made, 
the  three  summer  months  monopolizing  608  of  the  1377  hours 
recorded.  This  absence  of  any  association  between  temperature 
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and  sunshine  is  curious,  and  shows  how  largely  the  former 
depends  upon  the  prevailing  wind. 

Rain  fell  upon  175  days,  or  about  15  less  than  the  average 
since  1871,  although  exceeding  the  average  of  the  previous  30 
years  by  20  days.  The  total  drought,  lasting  from  early  June 
into  July,  was  perhaps  the  longest  rainless  period  we  have  had. 

The  Rainfall  (17’42)  is  small  beyond  precedent.  It  falls 
short  by  one  and  one  tenth  inch,  of  the  least  previous  record, 
that  of  1854,  and  is  nearly  22  J  inches  less  than  the  maximum  in 
1872.  The  monthly  average  was  reached  in  May  and  exceeded 
only  in  January  and  September. 

Floods  have  naturally  been  rare ;  none  following  the  two 
heavy  falls  in  September  and  October.  Except  in  January, 
when  it  reached  12ft.  8in.  on  the  20th,  the  highest  levels  are 
7Jft.  on  February  4th,  and  6Jft.  on  November  8th.  It  remained 
at  or  below  ‘‘  Summer  level  ”  for  nearly  half  the  year. 

The  Barometer  has  ranged  above  the  average  in  every 
month,  except  November  and  December,  so  that  the  mean  for 
the  year  (30*000)  is  decidedly  high.  The  greatest  excess  was 
in  February  (30*299),  when  it  remained  above  30,  from  2  a.m. 
on  the  4th,  to  2  a.m.  on  the  17th,  and  above  30*5  from  the  6th 
to  the  13th.  On  the  other  hand  it  fell  below  29  on  six  occasions. 
Throughout  the  whole  of  the  three  summer  months  it  main¬ 
tained  an  unusually  constant  level.  The  prevalence  of 
Northerly  winds  is  noticeable. 

No  Auroras  have  been  reported,  nor  indeed  should  we 
expect  them,  since  the  sun  has  beeen  almost  entirely  spot  free 
throughout  the  year. 

We  again  have  to  thank  Henry  Richardson,  Esq.,  for 
additional  returns  from  Cherry  Hill  and  Cherry  Bank ;  and 
Richard  Thompson,  Esq.,  for  the  tables  from  Oswaldkirk.  The 
complete  set  of  tables  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report, 
with  the  addition  of  some  very  interesting  and  valuable 
summaries  of  30  years’  rainfall  observations  at  Hull,  for  which 
we  are  indebted  to  Harold  Smith,  Esq.,  F.R.M.S.  The 
remarkable  variation  in  five  year  averages,  reaching  a 
maximum  in  that  ending  1882,  agrees  with  observations 
throughout  the  country. 
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The  Society  has  lost  by  death  during  the  past  year  6  ^lembers, 
1  Ladj  Subscriber,  and  1  Associate,  and  by  resignation,  21 
Members,  4  Lady  Subscribers,  and  1  Associate;  Tvhilst  19  new 
Members,  4  Lady  Subscribers,  1  Associate,  and  1  Temporary 
Subscriber  haye  been  added  to  the  roll  of  the  Society.

ON  THE  OCCURRENCE  OF  TEREBRATULA 
GESJSTERI  IN  YORKSHIRE. 

Two  specimens  of  Terebratula  (one  of  whicb  is  figured  PL  I. 
figs.  17 — 19)  belonging  to  the  Malton  Museum  were  sent  to  me 
for  determination.  As  I  thought  that  they  were  new  to  York¬ 
shire  I  obtained  the  kind  permission  of  Mr.  S.  Chadwick  (the 
honorary  cm*ator)  to  bring  them  before  this  society.  In  the  year 
187b  a  paper  by  Mr.  Hudleston  and  myself  was  read  before 
this  society  “  On  the  distribution  of  the  Brachiopoda  in  the 
Oolitic  strata  of  Yorkshire.’’  Since  then  the  T.  hullata  has  been 
shown  to  be  a  Waldheimia,  and  I  found  in  the  Leckenby  col¬ 
lection  in  the  Woodwardian  Museum,  Cambridge,  a  specimen 
which  I  determined  as  Terebratula  Bolonieiisis  from  the  coral  rag 
near  Malton.  The  specimens  now  before  the  society  I  find 
belong  to  the  species  Terebratula  Gesneri.  This  species  has  been 
found  in  the  coral  rag  of  Bullingdon  and  Horsepath,  near 
Oxford,  where  it  is  rare  and  occurs  along  with  Terebratula 
Boloniensis.  Mr.  Davidson  states  in  his  supplement  to  the 
British  Oolitic  Brachiopoda  that  he  refers  the  Oxford  specimens 
with  some  uncertainty  to  Terebratula  Gesneri  of  Etalon.  Both 
these  species  occur  rarely  on  the  Continent  in  the  Middle 
Portlandian  beds,  which  is  a  much  higher  horizon  than  the  coral 
rag.  The  Continental  geologists  consider  the  Portlandian  and 
Kimnieridgian  formations  to  be  closely  allied,  and  some  of  the 
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beds  formerly  called  Portlandian  are  now  classed  with 
the  Kimmeridge  group.  The  two  specimens  now  exhibited 
were  found  in  the  Coral  rag  of  North  Crimston,  near 
Malton.  Unfortunately  this  species  is  very  rare,  and  the  loop 
has  not  yet  been  examined.  The  external  form  of  the  beak, 
small  foramen,  sharp  beak  ridges,  and  the  deltidium  in  two  pieces 
would  indicate  that  this  species  belongs  to  the  genus  Waldheimia 
or  the  sub-genus  Zeilleria,  which  was  formed  to  contain  those 
long  looped  species  that  are  smooth  and  without  plications. 
More  specimens  may  be  found  which  will  permit  the  loop  to  be 
examined,  or  will  show  the  dark  line  on  the  smaller  valve 
indicating  the  presence  of  a  septum,  and  therefore  of  a  long  loop. 

Since  this  paper  was  read,  a  third  specimen  has  been  found  by 
Mr.  Chadwick,  which  he  kindly  presented  to  me.  The  locality 
was  Langton  Wold  pit.

NOTE  ON  SOME  CRYSTALS  OF  CELESTINE. 

Last  year,  Mr.  J.  Collins,  of  Coventry,  presented  the  Society 
with  two  crystals  of  Celestine  found  in  the  bed  of  the  River 
Nidd,  near  Knaresborough.  This  mode  of  occurrence,  though 
by  no  means  unprecedented,  is  somewhat  unusual  for  Celestine  : 
it  is  common  in  the  case  of  Barytes,  and  very  common  in  the 
case  of  Grypsum.  The  crystals  in  question  are  small  (about  %" 
long),  of  light  blue  colour,  and  have  rough  irregular  faces 
bearing  impressions  of  other  crystals  which  have  grown  in  con¬ 
tact  with  them  and  have  subsequently  been  detached.  They  are 
simple  in  structure,  the  only  forms  present  being  001,  110,  012, 
and  101  (op,  ocp,  4  poo,  poo).  Miller’s  combination  o  c  c/ 
The  faces  of  101  are  straited  parallel  to  their  intersections  with 
111.  A  somewhat  curious  point  is  the  existence  of  faint 
cleavage  012.

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NOTE  ON  HYBODUS  0BTU8US,  Ag: 

During  the  course  of  the  present  year,  a  spine  of  Hyhodus 
was  found  in  the  Coralline  Oolite  of  Malton.  Particular  interest 
attaches  to  this  spine  as  it  is  the  first,  so  far  as  I  know,  recorded 
for  the  Corallian  rocks  of  Grreat  Britain.  Unfortunately  no 
teeth  were  found  with  the  spine,  consequently  it  was  difficult  to 
assign  a  specific  name  to  it.  Two  species  are  given  in  Mr. 
Hudleston’s  table  of  fossils  *  as  occurring  in  the  Corallian  rocks 
of  Yorkshire  :  hence  to  have  given  it  a  new  name  might  have 
been  to  have  added  to  a  synonomy  which  is  already  a  byword, 
while  to  have  assigned  it  to  either  species  would  have  been 
even  more  unsatisfactory.  The  two  species  in  question  are 
H.  ohiusus  Ag.,  and  an  unnamed  species  which  is  compared  to 
H.  grossiconus  Ag.  Some  of  the  larger  teeth  in  our  own 
collection  certainly  do  hear  a  strong  resemblance  to  H.  grossiconus, 
but  after  a  careful  examination  there  did  not  seem  to  me 
sufficient  grounds  for  making  a  specific  distinction  between  them 
and  the  smaller  teeth — which  have  always  been  referred  to 
H,  ohtusus.  Through  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Chadwick,  of 
Malton,  I  was  enabled  to  see  a  large  series  of  Hyhodus  teeth, 
and  I  was  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  these  teeth  and  those  in 
our  own  collection  belonged  to  hut  one  species.  I  was  very  glad 
to  have  this  opinion  endorsed  by  Mr.  William  Davies  to  whom 
I  submitted  the  series.  Acting  on  his  advice,  I  have  figured 
15  specimens  of  the  series.  (Plate  I.,  fig.  1 — 15)  in  order  to 
shew  the  striking  diversities  of  form  that  exist.  The  absence 
of  associated  sets  leaves  us,  unfortunately,  quite  in  the  dark  as 
to  the  dentition  of  the  species.  Since,  then,  but  one  species  has 
hitherto  been  found  in  the  Yorkshire  Corallian  rocks  (which,  be 
it  remembered,  have  been  well  explored)  we  may  not  unreason¬ 
ably  refer  the  spine  now  under  consideration  to  that  species ; 
and  as  H.  ohtusus  has  hitherto  been  regarded  as  a  Corallian 
species  (it  is  the  only  Corallian  species  given  by  Morris  in  his 
catalogue),  the  spine  must  be  considered  as  that  of  H.  ohtusus. 
But  I  should  here  say  that  I  can  see  no  satisfactory  grounds  for 
identifying  the  Hyhodus  of  our  Corallian  rocks  with  H.  ohtusus 

of  Agassiz.  That  author  figures  two  specimens,  both  from  the 

*  Proc.  of  the  Geol.  Assoc.,  Oct.,  1878. 
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Oolite  of  Caen,  and  adds  that  they  are  the  only  ones  he  has  met 
with.  Of  these  two.  one  is  a  young  tooth,  the  other  one  very 
much  worn,  and  neither  resembles  our  Corallian  species  at  all 
closely.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  cannot  hut  feel  much 
hesitation  in  applying  the  name  H.  ohtmus  to  our  species — 
especially  when  we  consider  how  wide  an  interval  there  is 
between  the  Oolite  of  Caen  and  our  own  Coralline  Oolite. 

A  figure  of  the  spine  (PI.  I.,  fig.  16)  accompanies  this  report. 
The  edges  of  the  specimen  are  rounded,  giving  it  a  fiattened 
oval  aspect  in  section.  The  ridges  are  flat  and  wavy,  and  less 
sharply  marked  than  is  usual  in  the  genus.  There  is  no  serratim, 
on  the  posterior  margin.

Among 
them  there  are  many  very  interesting  documents,  and  several  rare 
and  valuable  seals. 

This  list  is  printed  to  show  what  early  documents  the  Society 
possesses.  It  may  also,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  be  the  means  of  saving 
some  Original  Charters  and  papers  from  the  destruction  which  is 
going  on  almost  every  day.  It  is  very  much  to  be  desired  that  gentle¬ 
men  who  are  in  possession  of  ancient  documents  relating  to  this  City 
and  County  for  which  they  have  no  use,  will,  instead  of  destroying 
them,  place  them  in  such  repositories  as  York  Minster  Library,  or 
the  York  Museum  where  they  will  be  taken  care  of.  The  history 
of  the  past  is  to  be  found  to  a  great  extent  in  such  evidences  as 
these  which  are  being  constantly  destroyed.
